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The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — It was Jack 
Kennedy himself who m ade the 
decision during 
the closing 
ten 
days of the 
cam paign 
to 
pull 
Democratic cam paign punches. It 
was a decision that dropped the 
polls from 
a 
wide pro-Kennedy 
m argin down to fractions, sent 
last-minute 
shivers 
through 
his 
strategists, 
and 
resulted 
in the 
closest election since the Woodrow 
Wilson-Charles E. Hughes race in 
1916. 
Just 
as 
the 
winning 
football 
team tries to stall the ball and 
take no risk of fumble* in the 
closing m inutes of the game, Ken­ 
nedy ruled that it was best to 
play it safe. He had read Ute po­ 
litical signs and figured he was 
ahead. 
His instructions were to stick 
to the fundam ental issues that had 
already gained yardage for the 
Demorats and take no last-m in­ 
ute gam bles by injecting new is­ 
sues or answ ering Nixon charges. 
This was one reason why Ken­ 
nedy’s 
last-m inute 
vote 
appeal 
wa.s uninspiring and repetitious. 
He felt that Nixon was swinging 
wild ami that the public realized 
m any of his punches were land­ 
ing wide. Kennedy felt that this 
was alienating rather than win­ 
ning the Independent voters which 
both candidates needed 
For exam ple, Kennedy felt that 
Nixon’* last - m inute announce­ 
ment, that lie would send Eisen­ 
hower, 
Hoover 
and Trum an 
to 
tour the Iron Curtain countries 
and then 
bring 
the 
leaders of 
these 
Iron Curtain countries to 
Washington, laid an egg. 
Some of his supporters wanted 
hun to point out that these sam e 
leaders of the Iron Curtain coun­ 
tries had been in New York only 
one month before and that Eisen­ 
hower had refused to see them, 
let atone invite them to W ashing­ 
ton as Nixon now proposed. But 
Kennedy believed the voters rec­ 
ognized Nixon > proposal 
as an 
election gimmick, so it wax never 
answered. 


Some 
Kennedy 
cohorts 
a l s o 
wanted to pound home the expose 
of Don Nixon’s $205,000 loan from 
Howard Hughes. 
But the presidential candidate 
ruled this out. His strategy was— 
as tong as he was ahead, avoid 
toe possibility of fumbles. 
In the closing days of the cam ­ 
paign, however, Kenedy’s politi­ 
cal mileage 
slowed down 
to a 
walk; Nixon picked up dangerous 
momentum. It alm ost becam e an­ 
other Truman-Dewey election. 
Buying O bscurity 
At the outset of the Michigan 
Senate race, observers predicted 
that Sen. P at M cNam ara. Demo­ 
crat. just recovered from a can­ 
cer operation, was in for a tough 
fight. As the only AFL-CIO m em ­ 
ber in the Senate, he was running 
against Congressm an Alvin Bent­ 
ley, 
whose 
grandfather 
helped 
found General Motors and who 
silent a record am ount of money 
in the Republican prim ary. 
Early in the cam paign Bentley 
had the Lou H arris (xiiI check his 
prospects. 
H arris 
reported 
that 
Bentley suffered from 69 per cent 
nonrecognition. 
Michigan 
voters 
did not recognize his nam e. 
Thereafter H arris drenched De­ 
troit and Wayne county with ra ­ 
dio sqxits, TV shots, and all sorts 
of advertisuig. You could hardly 
tune in your TV or radio without 
hearing Bentley’s name. 
After tost the GOF congress­ 
man had H arris take anotoer poll. 
'Huh tim e Harris reported Bentley 
suffered 72 per cent nonrecogni­ 
tion.

CHANGES IN HOC. 
MARKUT PATTERNS 
The seasonal high and low points 
in hog production and prices have 
been quite consistant and rather 
easy to predict. That is. until re­ 
cent years, says Glen Grim es, Ex­ 
tension 
Economist, University of 
Missouri, 
In recent years these 
highs and lows are being sm other­ 
ed out by the trend to year-round 
farrowing. 
Even though we have made some 
changes, spring is still the m ain 
season for pig births and fall for 
m arketing. This usually gives us 
our lowest 
prices 
for

year 
when slaughter is largest. 
While 
the 
basic 
pattern 
still 
holds, 
the 
seasonal 
peaks 
and 
troughs are less pronounced than 
a few years ago. in 1950 we far­ 
rowed 61 percent of our pigs in 
the spring and 39 percent in toe 
fall.

1959 
this had changed 
to 57 percent in the spring and 43 
percent in the fall 
Much of this change has been 
brought about by the 
increased 
num ber of specialized hog produc­ 
ers 
who

The 
sea-onal 
twattern 
for 
slaughter follows fairly close to 
the farrowing pattern but is sm al­ 
ler and not as evenly spaced. The 
pattern up until a few years ago 
was two peaks and two troughs in 
February and late July or early 
August. 
Grimes says in the past four 
years with earlier farrowing* and
